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FRG FONMIN SCHEEL SPOKE OF ENTRY OF GERMANY INTO L-N AND SAID 
NOW, 28 YEARS SINCE WAR, TWO GERMAN DELEGATES ARE BEFORE UN. 

FRG HESITATED TO IOIN UN BECAUSE OF FEAR OF CONVEYING 
IMPRESSION IT ABANDONED HOPE OF UNITY. REFERRING TO QUADRIPARTITE 
AGREEMENT, HE SAID IT OPENED WAY FOR BERLIN (WEST)TO BE ABLE 
TO SHARE IN COOPERATION IN UN. FRG WILL CONTINUE TO WORK FOR 
STATE OF PEACE IN EUROPE IN WHICH GERMAN NATION 
WILL RECOVER ITS UNITY IN FREE SELF-DETERMINATION. 

NOTING NINE EUROPEAN STATES RESOLVED TO FORM THROUGHT COOPERATION 
ELEMENT OF STABILITY AND ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT IN 
WORLD, SCHEEL STATED FRG REGARDS ITS PARTICIPATION IN THIS 
TASK AS VERY CORE OF ITS POLICY. WHOEVER SEIZED FREEDOM 
BY PEACEFUL MEANS WOULD FIND FRG ON ITS SIDE. HE SAID EVERY 
INDIVIDUAL HAS RIGHT FREELY TO DEVELOP HIS PERSONALITY AND 
TO LIVE FREE FROM OPPRESSION. STRESSING HUMAN RIGHTS AND 
FUNDAMENTAL FREEDOMS, HE STATED FRG IN MAKING ANY DECISIONS 
WILL ASK, "WHAT DOES THIS MEAN FOR THE INDIVIDUAL?" 

REIECTING ALL RACIAL DISCRIMINATION AND COLONIAL RULE, 

FRG ADVOCATED SOCIAL RIGHTS OF MEN. UN HAD PASSED IMPORTANT 
DECLARATIONS, BUT THEY WERE NOT ENOUGH. EVERYTHING POSSIBLE 
MUST BE DONE TO SEE THAT THESE RIGHTS AND FREEDOMS ARE 
EXERVISED IN PRACTICE, HE SAID, ADDING IF MAN'S MATERIAL 
ASSISTANCE IS NOT SECURED BATTLE WILL BE LOST. 

SCHEEL DECLARED UNIVERSALITY ALSO MEANT UNIVERSALITY OF 
OBLIGATION, AND "ONLY IF WE ACCEPT THIS CAN WE REMOVE TENSIONS 
WHICH HAVE ORIGIN IN SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC DISPARITY." 

REFERRING TO TERM "THIRD WORLD," HE ASKED IF ALL SHOULD 
NOT GET TOGETHER AS CITIZENS OF ONE WORLD. DETENTE WAS NOT 
MEANT TO BE EXCLUSIVE, BUT TO BENEFIT ALL. IT WAS OF LITTLE 
CONFORT TO SAY THERE HAD BEEN ONLY MINOR WARS SINCE UN FOUNDED - 
VIOLENCE MUST BE NIPPED IN BUD. "WE SHOULD HAVE COURAGE AND 
STRENGTH TO SOLVE ALL OUR PROBLEMS WITHOUT FORCE," HE SAID, 
DECLARING NO POLITICAL OBJECTIVE COULD JUSTIFY FORCE. 

REFERRING TO INTERDEPENDENCE, SCHEEL POINTED OUT THAT DID NOT 
MEAN ON THIS OR THAT GREAT POWER - IT MEANT INTERDEPENDENCE 
OF EVERYONE. ONLY IN UN COULD NOW RAMPANT USE OF FORCE TBE 
STOPPED. HE QUOTED PRES KENNEDY'S STATEMENT AT UN 12 YEARS 
AGO: "IN DEVELOPMENT OF THIS ORGANIZATION RESTS ONLY TRUE 
ALTERNATIVE TO WAR." FRG PLAYED CONSTRUCTIVE PART IN 
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PRESENTED TO THAT COMITE EIGHT YEARS AGO, SAID PEOPLE 
OF BAHAMAS TRAINED TO MANAGE OWN AFFAIRS, MAJORITY RULE 
ESTABLISHED, AND BAHAMAS TAKING PLACE IN UN. HIS GOVT WISHED 
TO HAVE SOCIETY BUILT ON FOUNDATION OF CONSTITUTIONAL AUTHORITY 
AND BE FREE FROM OUTSIDE INTERFERENCE IN ITS INTERNAL AFFAIRS, 

BUT IT ALSO WISHED ENJOY BENEFIT OF EXPERIENCE OF THOSE 
WHO WISHED TO BE ITS FRIENDS. PINDLING POINTED OUT THERE 
WAS NEED FOR PERPETUAL INTERDEPENDENCE OF LARGE AND SMALL 
NATIONS, SAID BAHAMAS WOULD NOT SHRINK FROM ITS UN RESPON- 
SIBILITIES, AND BELIEVED COLLECTIVE INFLUENCE CAN PROTECT 
MANKIND FROM DESTRUCTION. HIS COUNTRY WAS PROUD TO HAVE 
ACHIEVED REVOLUTIONARY POLITICAL CHANGES WITHOUT VIOLENCE 
AND THOUGHT IT COULD MAKE CONTRIBUTION TO BETTER INTERNATIONAL 
UNDERSTANDING BY SHARING ITS EXPERIENCES. HE REALIZED PEACE 
WAS NOT END IN ITSELF BUT THAT IT PROVIDED OPPORTUNITY FOR MEN 
TO SHARE WEALTH OF EARTH SO PEOPLE WILL ENJOY UN'S OBJECTIVES.
